1. If the military services feel they really need this, 
we should probably oblige them — although from the CIA point 
of view it would be a useless exercise. 

2. If it is done, it would be aimed primarily or 
exclusively at 0S0. It is, therefore, suggested that the 
Interagency Priorities Committee, which is chaired by 0S0, 
be asked to prepare a draft for IAC consideration. 
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
